“ Sir—Ju st seventy years ago 
the 21st of 
August 
I 
had the 
good fortune and great pleasure 
of hearing Abraham Lincoln and 
Judge Stephen A. Douglas 
in 
the first of their memorable de­ 
bates. 
It took place at Ottawa, 
Illinois. 
I was then 18 years of 
age. 
I esteem it as oik* of the 
most happy events of my life, 
and 
though 
the 
intervening 
years would span the life period 
or two generations, 
I 
still re­ 
tain almost as vivid recollection 
of the memorable incidents us 
though they were of recent oc­ 
currence. 
“ People came from near and 
far to hear the

orators. 
Only a few came on the railway
